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Suspected cocaine,

A downstate man suspected of 
drug deating was arrested 
Sunday morning as a result of a 
tip received by the Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Office. 

According to Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield, the tip was received 
about 9:42 a.m. on February 22 
and concerned a “suspicious 
drug situation” at the Hospitality 
House motel in Grayling. 

Deputies, working together 
with the Grayling City Police 
and the S.T.I.N.G. Narcotics 
team, performed a traffic stop on 
33-year old Bobby Tacker of 
Lincoln Park who is alleged to 
be dealing cocaine and heroin. 
Tacker was arrested without inci- 
dent. 

Wakefield said “several thou- 
sand dollars” worth of cocaine, 
heroin and marijuana was recov- 
ered, Scales, sales receipt books, 
drug paraphernalia and over 
$800 in cash were also taken into 
custody as evidence. 

Tacker’s 1994 Mercury auto-

mobile was taken for forfeiture 
and bond was set at $25,000 
cash. Tacker was arraigned 
February 24 in District Court on 
charges of possession of cocaine 
with intent to distribute and pos- 
session of marijuana with intent 
to distribute. 

He is also being held on a 
parole violation and remains 
lodged in the Crawford County 
Jail.

Church break-in suspect 
may be in custody

Police in St Johns may have 
apprehended the suspect in a 
long string of break-ins, includ- 
ing two in Crawford County. 

A 44-year old man has con- 
fessed to law enforcement in 
Clinton County to committing 
about 60 break-ins at churches 
and schools in 12 Michigan 
counties. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield said he has not 
received notification or confir- 
mation that the suspect in cus- 
tody was responsible for the 
February 4 early morning break- 
ins at the Calvary Baptist Church 
and Grayling Free Methodist 
Church, both located on M-72 
west of the city of Grayling. In 


both cases, entry door glass was 
smashed to gain access. The 
Church of the Nazarene in 
Kalkaska County was also bro- 
ken into in the same manner. 

Because the suspect or sus- 
pects did not take audio-visual 
equipment and other items one 
would expect to be taken and 
sold for cash, Wakefield said 
investigating officers believe 
whoever broke in was looking 
for cash. Pastors at ail three 
churches said cash is not kept on 
the premises.

School board begins work on next year’s budget

The Crawford AuSable School 
District board has begun the long 
process of trying to develop a 
balanced budget for the next 
school year. It’s not the easiest 
process in the world because 
most of the funding comes from 
the state and is based on the num- 
ber of students enrolled in the 
district. 

The budget has to be approved 
by the end of June but the num- 
ber of students enrolled will not 


be known until September. At 
this point there is also some 
question on how the number of 
students attending classes in the 
district will be computed, adding 
another complication to the bud- 
geting process. 

The size of the foundation 
grant from the state is an 
unknown quantity and will likely 
remain so until after the school 
year begins since the state does- 
n't begin its new fiscal year until 
October and the foundation grant 
will not be known until the bud-

get is passed. 

However, the board has begun 
the process based on the best 
available information at this 
time. They reviewed the cuts 
made for the current year (nearly 
$1.64 million) and began to think 
about where cuts might be made 
for the upcoming year since even 
the best case scenario is not 
good. 

At this point, it does not look 
like Frederic Elementary will be 
reopened for the 2004-05 school 
year because the estimated cost

is slightly over one-half million 
dollars. 

Among the cost-saving items 
the board discussed was the pos- 
sibility of double busing. A bus 
driver would make one run to 
pick up only the elementary stu- 
dents and then make a second run 
to pick up the middle school and 
high school students. The order 
might be reversed but the process 
would allow the district to have 
fewer bus drivers. 

The board is also considering 
the sale of the Central Office 
building. Administrative staff 
would move into one of the dis- 
trict’s school buildings. 

Another idea discussed mak- 
ing kindergarten a full day five- 
day a week program. This would 
cost the district more money but 
appears to be advantageous to 
district children. Board members 
asked Superintendent Milli Haug 
to provide them with information 
on the achievements of students 
in districts which offer the pro- 
gram. Board members said it 
may not be possible to institute 
the program for the next school 
year but agreed they would like 
to institute it as soon as possible.

WASHINGTON, D.C. ~ |

Center in Saginaw, 

‘Tht a letter sent to Principi’ 
‘on February 23, the senators 
outlined their opposition to 
the recommendation made 


by the Capital Asset 
Realignment for Enhanced | 
Services Commission, 


known as CARES, which has 
used al market-based 
approach to determine where 
healthcare facilities for veter- | 
ans should be iocated in 2010 
and beyond, 

“Closing the Saginaw 
acute care facility could add 
as much as four hours to the 
trip of a northern Michigan 
veteran who needs access to 
these medical services,” | 
Stabenow said today. “Sen. | 
Levin and 1 have sought to | 
emphasize to Secretary 
Principi that this closure 
would have a major negative; 
impact on the very people the | 
administration was created to 
serve.” 

“Our veterans carned their | 
benefits, and the new gencra- 
lion of soldiers who will be 
returning home from service 
around the globe should have 
every expectation to believe 
that they will be cared for in 
a reasonable manner when 
they complete their service,” 
said Levin, “It is totally 
unreasonable to expect some- 
one to have to drive hundreds 
of miles to receive medical 
attention. We cannot accept 
the closure of the Saginaw | 
acute care facility without | 
viable alternatives.” | 

To illustrate the hardship 
the closure could impose on 
northern Michigan veterans, 
Stabenow and Levin noted | 
that it would force a veteran |
